TROOBLE COMES TO THE

Some Delegates'At-Large Must 
Piay Second Fiddle at the 
N^iooal Conveatioa. 

Louisville, April 8. — Tlie action 
of tile sub-committee of the Repub- 
lican national conunittee In declar- 
ing against double delegatloi-s, di- 
rectly affects the Kentucky delega- 
tion, as at the recent State conven- 
tion In LonievlUo elgbt delegittes- 
at-large, with half a vote each, were 
chosen, instead of four, as hereto- 
fore. 

Leading Kentucky Republican>> 
said here that under the national 
committee's mandate the delegatlop- 
at-iarga from KenSneky wiu :bave 
to meet to settle among tbamaalves 
who will go to Chicago. 

As a result of the decision of the 
sub-comniitte of the Republican na- 
tional committee, aicurding to which 
a contest is deemed to exist when- 
ever a State sends a "double" dele- 
gation to the national convention, 
the elgbt dalasataa at-lai— alaeted 
at the recent RepnbUeaa Mate con- 
vention either will have to settle 
among themselves which four of 
them shall be djelegates, or must 
leave their fate with the national 
convention in June. That ia the 
opialaa at Alvis B. Bannatt, aaere- 
tary of tba RapvbUeaa State Central 
Committee, who aatd tbat the com- 
mittee could do notblag in the mat- 
ter with the probable exception that 
It ini.t;ht act in an advisory capacity. 
Ml*. Dennett said a similar situation 
was encountered four years ago, 
whan the delegation from tba Vlfth 
Kaataaby dtatHat aant two dalasatas, 
with one-half vote fcach, for each 
delegate entitled to a full vote.
